Senators of both nartles plugged 
today for passage of a compromise 
farm program, apparently with 
President Truman's backing. 
The measure, written by Sen- 
ator Anderson (D-NM), was sent 
to the senate for action yester- 
day soon after Democratic farm 
leaders returned from a visit to 
the White House. 


Mr. Truman was asked at a 


news conference today just what he 
told the farm conferees yesterday 
that got such fast action from the 
senate agriculture committee. 


He said It wasn't anything he 
told them — that when they 
sat 


down together to talk things over 
they found that they were not as 
far apart as they thought they 
were. 


He said that Is usually the case. 
Senator Alken (R-Vt) reported 
that the senate agriculture com- 
mittee had been 
Informed 
the 
President would support the An- 
derson bill. 


"I think this assures that the 
farmers will be In pretty good 
shape for another- year," Aiken 
said. "This is a long range farm 
program that is not In conflict 
with the 194g act on the books." 


Alken, top-ranking GOP member 


of the agriculture committee, Is 
the author of the 1948 flexible 
price support measure due to go 
Into effect next year. 


He and other Republicans co-

Slackening Seen 
On War 01 Nerves

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.— UP)— 
President Truman said today the 
war of nerves between the Com- 
munists and Democratic nations is 
slackening up very much. He ex- 
pressed .hope It would end In sur- 
render as did the World War II 
shooting conflict. 


The President made the com- 
ment at his news conference on the 
10th anniversary of Hitler's In- 
vasion of Poland. He did not say 
so but implied,.- that the surrender 
he hoped for would tie that of the

ahfil- 
versary, Mr. Truman said he was 
exceedingly happy that the shoot- 
ing war did not continue and re- 
gretted that It was followed by a 
war of nerves. He said he hoped 
the war of nerves would end like- 
wise in surrender. 


When a reporter asked what he 
meant by surrender, he said he 
meant just that. Pressed for his 
opinion on the present stage of the 
war of nerves he said he thought 
it is slackening up very much. 
Later on, Mr. Truman said he 


was hopeful the war of nerves will 
cease soon. When it does he said 
everybody will then be In a mood 
for peace, the United 
Nations 


would then work as It should and 
we should have generations 
of 
world peace. 


But he had nothing to say about 
Soviet troop movements In the 
vicinity of Yugoslavia.

—(/P)—Yugoslavia's official newspa-, 
per charged today Russia is get- 
ting $50,000,000 for sellisg out Yugo- 
sla claims to a piece of Southern 
Austria. 
The charge was the latest propa- 
ganda blast In the war of nerves 
between Russia and Yugoslavia. 
The dispute has been highlighted 
by rumors of Soviet troop concen- 
trations of Yugoslavia's borders, 
counter-moves by Marshal Tito's 
army and stories of sabotage inside 
this Balkan 'country. 
The newspaper Borba, voice of 
Tito's government, put the $50,000- 
000 price tag on what it called Rus- 
sia's "betrayal" of Yugoslavia. 
Borba declared Russia dropped 
her support of Yugoslav territorial 
claims on.Austria last June 
after 


she got western 
agreement 
on 
raising Soviet war claims asalnst 
Austria from $100,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000. Britain, France and 
the 
U. S. have consistently opposed 
Yugoslav land claims as part of an 
Austrian independence treaty. 
Borba's editorial was the 
first 
Yugoslav retort of an official na- 
ture to an angry Russian note de- 
livered Monday declaring 
again 
that Tito himself had abandoned 
his Austrian claims behind Rus- 
sia's back. 
With mixed defiance and sar- 
casm, Borba charged Russia was 
trying to bring Yugoslavia under 
"control in order to place her in an 
unequal and subdued position." 
The tone of editorials, both in Bor- 
ba and another Belgrade 
paper, 
Polltlka, showed little concern over 
the possibility of the war of nerves 
turning into a shooting war soon.

The second-session starts in Jan- 


uary. 
Mr. Truman said he stands full 
tilt behind the $41,900,000.000 bud- 
get he submitted to congress 
in 


January. 
This was his reply to a. question 
about congressional attempts 
to 


write Into appropriation bills a ri- 
der directing him to make percen- 
tage cuts in overall funds voted 
by the two houses. 
He said he was very pleased that 
such an economy rider by Senator 
McClellan (D-Ark) was defeated.

congress and that It was the busi- 
ness of congress to 
analyze 
his 
budget and make its own decisions.

launched, I headed for Poland 


through the back door of the Car- 
pathian mountains, I had

lish city called Lvov.

But many .more Innocent 
are slain. 
I saw Polish women and chil- 
dren die .In the streets of Lvov 
when all the defense that city had 
against Nazi air atack was a few 
old machine guns. 
In the next terrible years, as the 


holocaust spread over the land, an 
estimated total of 22,060,000 persons 
perished. Another 34,000,000 .were 
wounded and maimed.

America 
and Britain, Lvov today Is under 
the Soviet flag. 
World War II was supposed to 
have been fought to crush German 
militarism. But the lively ghost of 
the German army—at least 100,000 
troops strong—has arisen east of 
the Elbe under Soviet sponsorship, 
It bears the alias, "people's police".

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NEW HISTORY 


TEACHING 


At a recent meeting of his- 


tory teachers 
at Stanford 


University, in Palo Alto, 
Gal., Prof. Allan Nevins of 
Columbia University stated 
that a new era in the treat- 
ment of American history 
has been made necessary by 
the growing vastness of the 
subject. Other speakers, tak- 
ing various aspects, agreed. 
Said Nevins: 
"American history is 


throbbing, vital story. Any- 
body who makes an enthrall- 
ing story about any part of 
it is -writing good history 
while anybody who makes a 
dull story about it is writing 
bad history." 
Dr. Edgar E. Robinson, di- 
rector of the Institute of Am- 
erican History, then in ses- 
sion, asked what is Ameri 
can history, and answered: 


"Scholars say it is every 


thing, all that has been 
thought and done in the 
United States since the ba 
ginning. Teachers say thi 
cannot all be told. It is too 
much, We must select, an< 
bear in mind the interest of 
the student. It must be a 
teachable subject." 


Prof. J. G. Randall of the 


University of Illinois said the 
student might forget the con 
tent of history, but that i 
has served its purpose when 
it hail given him a keenneu 
in facing problems of citi 
zenship." The interpretatioi 
of history rather than the 
mere string of events was al 
so emphasized by some o 
the speakers. Along what he 
c&lls "the interpretation ap 
proach," Prof. Nevins said 


"In the place of disap 


pearing themes there woul 
be more effort at delving in 
to Mtbjects .such as .the na 
ture of Puritanism, the char 
attar of public opinion 
America, effects of immi 
gration on our democracy 
relations between law am 
capitalism, the shift from 
concern with production t 
concern with distribution 
and the origins of the wel 
'fare state in America."

The present generation o 


Germans, as a national peo 
pie, has been noted neithe 
for stupiditiy nor for enthufl 
iastic endorsement of Wesl 
ern Democracy. The Wesi 
ern Powers have been quit 
frank in their favor of cer 
tain German political partie 
and their dislike for others. 


There is disillusionment 


for those who have hoped 
that either the radio indus- 
try or the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission woulr 
end the rash of giveaway 
programs. The Commissior 
has indeed concluded that 
the radio giveaway is illegit 
imate, and its forthright nil 
ing takes effect just as soon 
as 1952 rolls around. Spokes 
men for the industry have 
giver notice that they wil 
fight to the end, and expec 
to be able to delay any rea" 
action for years. 


The position of the radio 


industry is not quite sound 
It is that as so long as people 
listen to the giveaway pro 
grams the industry will con 
tinue to produce them. Thl 
position has the same un 
soundness as that support- 
ing gambling splurges for 
the benefit of worthy causes 
theater bank nights, am 
the toleration of commercial 
ized gambling. The radi 
giveaway is an exploitation 
of the "something for noth 
ing" urge which 
underlie! 


all gambling. It is subtle ai 
well as its more obvioui 
forms, 
gambling destroy: 


some of public morals where 
ever it flourishes, and radio 
is everywhere. 


Radio is not helping lit 


fight for greater freedom 
from government restraint 
The industry has here 
chance to demonstrate re 
sponsibility, but it seem 
bent on going in the oppos- 
ite direction. 


ILLEGAL THOUGHTS 
It is proper for law to reg 


ulate man's acts, and punisl 
him for illegal ones. But it 1 
not proper to delve into hi 
thoughts, and punish him fo 
them. Such is the gist of a 
Maryland circuit court opin 
ion invalidating a new anti 
subversive law which wen 
into effect in the state a few 
months ago. 


The Maryland law doe 


THE PLACE FOR IT 


what many persons have ad- 
vocated doing on a national 
basis; it sets specific crimin- 
al penalties for engaging in 
subversion, and for 
simply 


being a member of an organ- 
ization found to be subver- 
sive. This, says a Maryland 
judge, is an intrusion into 
the realm of ideas, political 
beliefs, and opinions. 


There is no eternal debate 


over the question whether 
present laws are adequate to 
deal with the dangers offer- 
ed by such doctrines as Com- 
munism, which is usually the 
target when subversion is 
discussed. Probably there is 
no answer to the question 
until a persistent, earnest ef- 
fort has been made to attack 
the problem of danger from 
Communism through the in- 
telligent application of exist- 
ing laws. Until that has been 
done it cannot be said with 
assurance that there is any 
need for new laws. If such 
need should be established, 
then there comes the ques- 
tion whether it is possible to 
make laws dealing specific- 
ally with Communism with- 
out going beyond the proper 
limitations of 
democratic 


law. 


As a matter of fundament- 


als, 
democracy was 
not 


achieved by making a lot of 
laws. It was gained by fight- 
ing desire of individuals to 


have it. It is questionable 
whether it can be preserved 
by making a lot of laws, or 
by anything except a fight- 
ing desire of the people to 
keep it. 


PEOPLE IN EUROPE 


How does Europe's popu- 


lation now compare with the 
situation before the war? 
The United Nations' Eco- 
nomic Commission for Eu- 
rope has just issued a report, 
which shows some unexpect- 
ed figures. 


Naturally there is a de- 


cline in the total, from 392,- 
100,000 in 1938 to 883,800,- 
000 in 1948. This drop was 
due not 89 much to deaths 
during the war and the 
Nazi period as to transfers of 
population to Russia. Thus 
Poland has fallen from 34,- 
800,000 to 23,700,000. Rou- 
mania lost 4,080,000, nearly 
one fifth of its population. 


Oddly enough Germany 


has almost as many people 
as before the war despite its 
losses in territory. In 1988 
Germany had 
69,700,000 


people; ten years later the 
figure was 68,600,000. This 
curious fact is because of the 
expulsion from Poland and 
other satelliate states of Ger- 
mans who were forced to 
move into Germany. 


War deaths came to 15,- 


000,000 including all the civ- 


ilians slaughtered by the 
Nazis. Yet • normal birth? 
came within 
3,000,000 o: 


wiping out this figure anc 
leaving the population where 
it had1 been. Evidently as far 
as the total number of hu 
man beings is concerned, the 
scars of war disappear un 
expectedly soon.

How can a good God stand for 
what Is going on in the world to- 
day, 
and still koep His job as God 


Almighty? Was the human 
race 


ever before the victim of such be- 
wilderment as dominates It today? 
Millions are crying out for the in- 
tervention of God in tho world's 
affairs, yet apparently there is only 
silence from 
heaven. Evil often 


runs 
its course with Impunity: 
righteousness, by its seeming in- 
ability to cope with it, seems fu- 
tile by comparison. 


A Perennial Issue. 


The perennially flourishing con- 


dition of evil has always been par- 
ticularly frustrating to the Chris- 
tian. If God la omnipotent, some 
philosophers have pointed out. then 
He must have created evil, and the 
ovll man is evil because God made 
him so. If this were true, one 
might ask, with entire consistency, 
why fight against evil if it is part 
of God's plan? It will always bo 
In the world and there U nothing 
we can do about it. If. to escape 
such a dilemma we assume that 
evil exists independent of Go'l, 
then we are compelled to admit 
that God is not omnipotent—and 
this confounds the most basic ten- 
et of our faith. 


Indeed, why evil exists in God's 


world and why evil men so often 
prosper while the good suffer is 
almost an insoluble problem to 
our weak human understanding. 
But there is an answer—although 
a hard one to accept—and 
the 
Psalminst in the Sunday school 
lesson of this week expresses it 
well: 


"Wherefore should I fear in th'! 
d;.ys of evil, 
When Iniquity at my heels en- 


compasseth me about?.... 


God strxmleth in the congrega- 


tion of the mighty, 


He judgeth among tho gods." 
In other words, put the tempor- 


ary success of evil out of your 
mind and remember that God will 
iudge. 
We probably never will 


Know why God permits the exist- 
ence of evil, but of this much we 
can be sure; God is just, and the 
wicked will be judged as they de- 
serve. Why should the wealth of 
racketeers and political bosses dis- 
tress us? Is there danger that the 
fabulouj Wealth of successful Hol- 
lywood headltners will excite our 
envy? If we believe in God at all. 
we.know He is tho incarnation of 
justice, and the tremendous pos- 
sessions of the worldly will turn 
out to have been dearly bought 
indeed. 
Our Palmist reminds us 
that God's thoughts are not our 
thoughts, nor His way our ways. 
We need his quiet faith that our 
times are in the hands of an Om- 
nipotent Deity, who is also our 
Father. All else may change, but 
Hig nature changes not. 
So we 
must enter into the patience of 
God.But this does not mean that we 
should regard evil with complac- 
ency and do nothing to combat 
It. 
On the contrary, the .second 


Psalm cited In today's lesson lays 
out a positive program by which 
the godly must grapple with evil. 
"Judge the poor and fatherless, 
Do justice to the poor and des- 


titute. 


Rescue the poor and needy..-" 
Translated 
into contemporary 


realities, this means that 
the 
Christian nhould devote himself to 
organized programs of social bet- 
terment. 
Ours is a tidal time. 
Vast social and political changes 
are swelling to a flood. Therefore 
it is a challenging era. We must 
plan In terms of a whole 
new 


world, order, 
remembering that 


all things pass, except God. Ono 
hopeful sign on the day's horizon 
!<, that 
so many persons 
are 


thinking long, lonsr thoughts about 
the world's future and the sort of 
peace and social order which will 
follow this era of painful read- 
justment. 
Highly placed states- 


men are bending their best ener- 
gies to rectifying social injustices 
which have been regarded as In- 
evitable until very recent times. 
Our Psalmist has many allies to- 
d'.y; and nonp so strong ns the 
resolute purpose of the masses to 
achieve a new kind of world. 


Triumph of Right. 
Thus the message of today's les- 


son Is this: although we live in a 
world where evil seems to be ever- 
present nnd impervious to the at- 
tack of good; and although thoso 
who clve their lives to evil oftet. 
prosper at the exponse of 
the 


rlphtcohs phrposcs. WP know that 
low this to divert us from our 
righteous purposes. oW know that 
God is .lust and that upon tho fi- 
nal, day of Ills judgment 
the 


rlgHteous will be vindicated. 


But our duty therefore is plain 


-to strike at cvel wherever and 
however we find it and use the 
most effective organized methods 
possible to bring success. Today 
this means devotion to the stoadily 
growing movement for social jus- 
tice, a theme to ponder at this 
season of Labor Day. In sleepless 
nifjht 
watches, when the 
mind 
ranges far and freely, we should 
meditate upon this loftiest, and 
yet most practical of truths. God, 
heinir holy and lust, Is not Indif- 
ferent to thp moral character of 
men nnd nations. He must be con- 
cerned with tho spiritual condi- 
tion of mortals made In His own 
image.
